We  are  greatly 
indebted  to  the  ladies  who  voluntarily  carry  out  the  social  side  of

The  District  is  enclosed  within  a  sort  of  basin,  in  the  centre 
of  which  the  Town  of  Royton  itself  is  situated,  the  boundaries  being 
nearly  co-terminous  with,  or  rather,  just  within  the  principle  watershed 
of  the  neighbourhood.  Sloping  towards  the  South-west,  it  is  drained 
by  the  small  river  Irk,  which  crosses  the  boundary  in  this  direction. 
The  margins  of  the  basin  vary  from  370  feet  above  the  sea  at  its 
lowest  point,  where  the  sewage  effluent  is  received  into  the  river,  to  a 
height  of  from  600  feet  on  the  East,  to  800  feet  elsewhere.  The 
highest  points  of  the  district  are  in  the  N.W.  towards  Tandle  Hill  (700 
feet)  and  S,E.  towards  Oldham  Edge  (800  feet)  so  that  the  lowest, 
at  Street  Bridge,  joins  almost  the  centre  of  the  South-west  Boundary. 

The  general  contour  of  the  District  is  undulating,  being 
watered  by  five  or  six  smaller  streams,  all  flowing  towards  the  central 
point  at  Street  Bridge,  and  the  surface  soil  consists  of  an  alluvial  deposit 
of  alternate  layers  of  soft  marl  and  quicksand,  which  covers  nearly  the 
whole  District.  At  the  central  point  of  the  District,  which  is  some  500 
feet  above  the  sea  level,  this  deposit  reaches  to  a  considerable  depth, 
so  much  as  50  feet  from  the  surface.  In  the  South-east,  however,  a 
bed  of  clay  crops  up  to  the  surface,  and  covers  a  portion  of  the 
district  extending  from  Oldham  Road  to  Higginshaw. 

So  much  of  the  land  as  is  not  occupied  by  dwellings  or 
factories,  is  used  for  herbage  and  dairy  purposes,  the  farmers  disposing 
of  their  milk  in  the  neighbourhood  daily. 

Lying  as  it  does  on  the  Western  slope  of  the  Pennine  Range, 
Royton  is  subject  to  a  considerable  rainfall,  reaching  as  far  as  6  or 
7  inches  in  the  Winter,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  to  occasional 
fogs  of  considerable  density. 

The  moist  character  of  the  climate  is  thus  admirably  suited  for 
the  purpose  of  Cotton  Spinning,  which  forms  the  staple  industry  of  the 
neighbourhood.

The  Water  is  supplied  by  the  Oldham  Corporation.  It  is 
pure  enerally  sufficient  in  quantity,  and  there  are  only  a  few  small 

scattered  groups  ot  houses  in  Royton  which  obtain  their  water  supply 
from  neighbouring  wells  and  springs. 

Almost  the  whole  of  the  milk  used,  is  brought  in  from  the 
neighbouring  farms,  and  distributed  from  covered  tins.  It  is  generally 
good,  and  we  have  but  few  prosecutions  for  adulteration. 

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  441, 
consisting  of  234  males,  and  207  females,  21  being  illegitimate.  On 
an  estimated  population  of  17,600  this  gives  a  Birth-rate  of  25*05. 

The  Deaths  registered  by  the  Local  Registrar  numbered  188  : 
three  of  these  were  non-resident  and  have  been  transferred,  leaving 
185,  to  these  must  be  added  51  deaths,  stated  by  the  Registrar-General 
to  have  occurred  outside  the  District,  making  a  total  of  236  for  the 
year,  comprising  123  males,  113  Females,  and  giving  a  Death-rate  of 
1341  per  1,000. 

Of  the  51  Deaths  occurring  outside  the  Royton  District,  35 
died  at  the  Oldham  Union,  seven  at  the  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary,  two 
at  Westhulme  Hospital,  one  at  the  Chadderton,  Crompton  and  Royton 
Joint  Hospital,  one  at  the  Whittingham  County  Asylum,  five  in  other 
towns.

The  Infectious  Diseases  reported  during  the  year  numbered 
15 1  •  of  these  35  were  tubercular. 

Thirty  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital,  and  of  these  nine 
died  ;  three  from  Diphtheria,  and  six  from  Tuberculosis. 

The  infectious  cases  were  visited,  inquiries  made,  disinfectants 
supplied,  and  upon  the  recovery  or  removal  of  the  patient,  the  houses  were 
disinfected  with  sulphur  or  formalin. 

Anti-Diphtheritic  serum  has  been  freely  used  by  the  Medical 
Practitioners  in  this  District,  37  tubes  having  been  supplied. 
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The  following  Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  reported 
merit#  by  month,  and  the  table  shows  the  numbers  removed  to 
Hospital  or  Sanatorium,  and  the  Deaths  in  such  Institutions.

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SANITARY  INSPECTION  AND 
DEPARTMENTAL  WORK. 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  31st,  1920. 


The  regular  inspection  of  the  district  revealed  348  nuisances  or 
defects  which  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  month  by  month.

348 

To  secure  the  remedy  of  these  defects  222  formal  notices  and  50 
legal  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  or  their  agents,  and  332 
defects  have  been  remedied. 

The  new  work  done  during  the  year  has  been  the  conversion  of 
pail  closets  to  the  fresh  water  system  at  the  Empire  Mills,  the  Industry 
Mill  and  the  Boundary  Buildings,  Longsight,  a  total  of  53 

No  new  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year. 

The  scavenging,  and  removal  of  house  refuse  and  night-soil,  is 
done  by  the  Council’s  workmen  regularly  and  fairly  satisfactorily.  'There 
is  a  weekly  collection,  the  night-soil  being  collected  at  night  and  dis¬ 
charged  into  the  sewer  and  dealt  with  at  the  sewage  works.  The  bulk 
of  the  house  refuse  is  sent  to  the  destructor  at  Birchinlee,  but  there  are 
several  tips  in  outlying  parts  of  the  district. 
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The  sewers  are  cleansed  periodically  and  flushed  with  disinfectant.

The  conversion  of  the  pail  closets,  &c.,  to  the  fresh  water  system 
is  desirable  and  would  be  a  great  sanitary  improvement. 

There  are  10  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District,  visited 
frequently  and  at  irregular  intervals  by  Mr.  Wm.  Hall,  m.r.c  v.s.,  Who 
is  the  Inspector  of  Meat,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds.  He  reports  that 
since  Control  has  been  removed,  much  slaughtering  has  been  done,  and 
the  meat  has  been  of  excellent  quality.  The  Slaughter-houses  are  well 
kept.  A  quantity  of  bacon  weighing  6  cwt.,  1  qr.,  9  lbs.,  was 
surrendered,  condemned  and  destroyed. 

'Phe  Cowkeepers  number  24,  and  they  are  registered  together 
with  five  other  dairymen  or  purveyors  of  milk.  The  dairy  cows  have 
been  examined  by  the  Veterinary  Officer,  who  reports  that  they  show 
no  evidences  of  mammary  or  general  tuberculosis. 

The  cows  are  of  good  type  and  quality.  The  farms  have  been 
visited  80  times.  The  roofs  of  two  Cowsheds  have  been  repaired,  and 
in  nine  instances  the  occupiers  were  required  to  cleanse  and  limewash 
during  the  Autumn. 

The  Bakehouses  number  43,  and  51  visits  were  made.  They 
were  found  clean  and  satisfactory. 

The  Mills  and  Workshops  number  88,  and  163  visits  have 
been  made  to  these  places.  Some  15  defects  were  found  to  exist. 
They  were  notified  to  the  management,  and  then  remedied. 

At  the  Industry  Mill  n  Closets  and  at  the  Empire  Mills  33 
Closets  were  converted  from  pails  to  the  fresh  water  system. 

Cotton  Spinning,  Weaving  and  Winding  are  the  principal 
trades  here.  Two  outworkers’  lists  have  been  received. 
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The  number  of  Mills  and  Workshops,  etc.  is  appended.

Three  houses  have  been  repaired,  and  ten  closing  notices  have 
been  made  because  of  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  buildings  at 
Thorp  Clough.

HEALTH  VISITOR’S  REPORT. 

Summary  of  Work  Done  from  January  ist  to 
December  31st,  1920. 

Notification  of  Births  received  during  the  year  were  457. 

386  cases  were  visited,  of  these  : — 

329  were  strong  and  healthy. 

21  were  delicate. 

21  were  still-born. 

15  had  died. 

There  were  two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  one  case  of 
Cleft  Palate. 

Of  the  350  living  Children  : — 

266  were  breast  fed, 

19  bottle  and  breast. 

65  bottle. 

179 — 8  were  not  well  and  Doctor  attending  them.  2  not  well, 
I  advised  the  mothers  to  call  in  a  doctor.  1  with  Sore 
Eyes — doctor  attending.  4  reported  with  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  (better).  4  delicate  babies  (improving)  and 
1  had  been  operated  on  for  mastoid. 

15  had  been  changed  from  breast  to  bottle  feeding. 

818 — 792  were  strong  and  healthy.  22  were  under  the  doctor  and 
4  not  well.  The  mothers  promised  to  call  in  a  doctor. 

66 — 551  visits  have  been  paid  to  homes  where  babies  are  nursed. 

I  try  to  visit  each  home  once  during  the  month, 
and  I  find  the  women  have  begun  to  look  for  my  visit 
after  they  had  taken  a  baby  to  nurse.
